Fire trucks used in the largest cities are no better than the one shown above. 
In the photograph above Fire Chief Bill Leonosio of the Palm Springs F ire D epartm ent is shown 
at th e wheel of the truck, and standing beside the truck is Fire Commissioner John Kline. 
The departm ent also has a La France fire truck and an em ergency or chief's car. The emergency 
car is a very im portant unit of the departm ent: it is equipped w ith 
a sm all extension ladder, gas 
masks, stretcher, resuscitator and inhalator w ith an aspirator attachm ent w ith six tanks of oxygen; 
a home light generator that furnishes power for floodlights and other im portant equipment. 
All this fine equipm ent is a big factor in protecting the village from th e ravages of demon fire.

PISTOL RANGE 
Today, when the modern criminal is highly 
mechanized and proficient with the use of fire­ 
arms, it is of utmost importance that the success- 
fill peace officer be at least equally as ski led a_s 
the criminal at the use of wealions—not o.tly 1that 
he may maintain law and order and protect so 
ciety but also that he can protect his own llfe- 
For this reason Chief W. H. Bispham of the 
Palm Springs Police Department Las proposed 
fhat he and his men lay out a regulation police 
pistol and rifle range at the old ro d e,° 
the foot of the mountains behind Las 1 ahna. 
^ StAlmost all first-class police departments have 
a Dlt ol range. Even little Indio east of here has a 
nohte range. These ranges are necessary in or­ 
der that officers can be taught when and how to 
USfAth a rpoiice'range officers are taught to truly 
know guns. They learn to shoot straight under a 
conditions and how to correctly handle a gun in 
such a manner that they are not a menace to in­ 
nocent bystanders. 
At a regulation police range officers not only 
imp a bull’s-eye target but they also receive < oni- 
bat nractice using a silhouette target resembling 
a ^ ian In combat practice the officer learns to be 
quick on the draw and learns the vital parts of 
the body, where a shot will kill a man instantly. 
And here is another important thing Clue 
Bispham has in mind. There are 1 0 s p e c ia l police 
officers in Palm Springs as well as Pnv^® 
* 
that have permits to carry rev^ l eJ's- Th^se1s1p^ ' 
cial officers and citizens the Chief feels should be 
taught how to handle a gun safely and how an 
when a gun should be used. A person that does 
not know how to handle a gun properly is more 
of a menace to his innocent fellows than to the 
CntAnd here is another thing. If a police range is 
built here, the Chief is going to throw it open to 
the use of residents on certain days. On these 
days his officers will teach private citizens how 
to use a gun—either pistol or rifle, depending up­ 
on the interest of the individual. This would build 
a body of known skilled marksmen here that the 
police department could call upon if a real emei- 
gency should ever arise. 
It will cost about $100 to build a standard po­ 
lice pistol and rifle range. The money for this pur­ 
pose can not be taken from regular district or 
city funds, but must be raised by Chief Bispham 
and his men in some manner. The small range fee 
that will be charged for the use of the range v\ ill 
probably maintain it after the range is once built, 
but how to raise the initial $100 is a problem now 
facing the local police force. 
It is our opinion that any person would be do­ 
nating to a very worthy cause that would send a 
check to Chief Bispham and his boys to aid them 
in building a police range here.

Grizzly Bear With 
Buffalo Rifle 


H arry Mann of Palm Springs, 
prom inent 
Southern 
California 
gun collector and proprietor 
of 
the 
Sportsmen's 
H eadquarters 
Rifle Range here, will leave the 
village on Tuesday, Oct. 10, on a 
'-game hunting expedition into 
the wilds of Montana. 
As 
Mr. 
Mann usually does w hen it comes 
to hunting, he plans to kill his 
big game the hard way—he is 
only taking along guns of 
the 
type used by frontiersm en of the 
1860’s. 
Mr. Mann will m otor north in 
company with Frank Sincock of 
the Lake Arrowhead police 
de­ 
partm ent, a native of Livingston. 
Montana, and a big-gam e hunter 
of no mean ability. 
They will 
hunt in the vicinity of G ardner, 
just outside the northern boun­ 
dary 
of 
Yellowstone 
National 
Park—a wild and rugged coun­ 
try abounding w ith game. 
Deer, elk and 
bear 
hunting 
easons all open Oct. 15 in M on­ 
tana, so the local sportsm an is of 
the opinion that he and his com­ 
panion should be able to bag at 
least one of these animals. They 
plan to stay away from Southern 
California up to three w eeks if 
necessary to get their game. 
Use Buffalo Gun 
H arry Mann is w ell known as 
a collector of ancient 
firearm s. 
He has one of the finest collec­ 
tions of old guns in the South­ 
land on display at his rifle range 
on N orth Palm Canyon 
Drive. 
As is his habit, he w ill use only 
old-tim e guns on this hunting ex­ 
pedition. 
The big-game rifle that H arry 
will use on this expedition is a 
.45 calibre Sharps “Buffalo Spe­ 
cial," m anufactured in 1868. This 
is the type of gun credited w ith 
exterm inating the buffalo and is 
the type used by 
Buffalo 
Bill 
Cody. It is only a single shot but 
is said to be more pow erful than 
the m odem .45 calibre rifle. 
H arry has been kidded so much 
by local hunters about going griz­ 
zly bear hunting w ith a single 
shot, th at he has decided to take 
along an ancient revolver as ad­ 
ded protection in case the single 
shot does not drop the bear in its 
tracks. 
Local 
sportsm en 
have 
cautioned H arry that if the one 
shot fails to stop the grizzly, the 
bear would probably charge him, 
and he m ight be seriously in ju r­ 
ed. W ith this in mind, H arry has 
decided to supplem ent the rifle 
w ith a heavy .45 
calibre 
Colt 
“frontier” 
six-shooter 
of 
the 
1860’s. 
This pistol w as famous 
in the early history of the West. 
Wells-Faxgo Pistol 
The particular pistol that Mr. 
Mann is taking w ith him w a s 
owned by the W ells-Fargo 
E x­ 
press Company, and is so m ark ­ 
ed. 
W ith this hard-hitting 
re ­ 
volver, he will be safe if the rifle 
fails to stop the bear. 
The local m an will carry his 
am m unition in an old bandoleer, 
a brow n leather belt w orn over 
the 
shoulder 
and 
across 
the 
breast, as did the plainsm en of 
old. 
They will pack into the M on­ 
tana w ilds to m ake their hunting 
camp. 
If they kill game, they 
will hang it up in a tree to freeze, 
and then w rap it in burlap. Thus 
prepared, it will keep till they a r­ 
rive back in the Southland. 
Good Hunters 
H arry Mann is very proficient 
hunting with ancient guns. Over 
this w eek-end he w ent hunting 
for dove in the Im perial valley, 
using a double-barreled muzzle- 
loading 12-gauge shotgun, m anu­ 
factured some tim e after 
1850. 
This is the second lim it of dove 
he has bagged this season w ith 
that sam e old gun. 
Ruby Mann, his wife, will op­ 
erate the Sportsm en's H eadquar­ 
ters Rifle Range w hile H arry is 
big-game hunting.

Building at the San Francisco Exposition and va­ 
cationed for a month at Laguna Beach.

D uring the W orld W ar A m er­ 
ican com panies did 
not 
expe­ 
rience any ill effects in any phase 
of th e ir business, in fact som e of 
the greatest gains life insurance 
ever 
m ade 
w ere 
recorded 
straight through th e w ar. 
Each 
of th e w ar years found A m er­ 
ican com panies selling 
an 
in­ 
creased am ount of new 
insur­ 
ance. 
The rate of interest earn­ 
ed in those years averaged 
4.9 
percent. 
Influenza Epidemic 


As to m ortality losses, d e a t h 
claim s caused by the war. it is 
w ell know n that the 
influenza 
epidem ic in the U nited States had 
a m ore serious effect or life in­ 
surance than did the World War. 
D eaths am ong policyholders did 
increase, but as far as we know 
no com pany got in serious diffi­ 
culty and the institution of life 
insurance cam e through the epi­ 
dem ic w ith flying colors. 
Joseph M. Maclean, authority 
on life insurance 
history 
and 
principles, said: 
"The direct ef­ 
fects of the W orld War. great as 
they w ere in m any 
directions, 
w ere com paratively unim portant 
in relation to life insurance.”

Addresses Lions

at 
least to recognize the God who 
made us. 
And th at is 
w h a t 
churches are for, to show G o d 
th at we recognize him, it

Bishop Buddy pointed out that 
there are true religions and false 
religions. 
False religions 
w or­ 
ship false gods or worship the 
true God in a false manner: the 
true religion is the religion that 
worships the true God in 
the 
m anner that he has outlined, ac­ 
cording to the speaker. 
The speaker compared true re­ 
ligion with a mathematical law, 
and explained we have no more 
right to say we w on’t consent to 
true religion than to say that we 
won’t consent to two plus two 
yielding four. 
He discussed contrasts. 
O n e 
class of people seek to build up, 
another class tears 
down. 
He 
pointed to the w ork of the Lions 
Club among the blind and ask­ 
ed, “Did you ever stop to think 
how many were blinded by the 
w ar.” 
Some men are consecrat­ 
ed to building up the morals of 
the people, and there are those 
who seek to tear down the pub­ 
lic morals. 
When a nation like 
Russia stops its people from w or­ 
shiping as they please, that na­ 
tion is doomed to failure, 
t h e 
speaker forecast. 
We 
can 
be 
thankful that we live in the U. 
S. A., w here we can worship as 
we please, he said. 
But there are forces 
against 
freedom of speech in the United 
States today, according to

To Celebrate 
Aqueduct 
Completion 


OCTOBER 14 WILL SEE 
UNVEILING OF PLAQUE 
COMMEMORATING FINISH 
The completion of the main 
po/úun of the gigantic Colorado 
r i j y aqueduct is to be commem­ 
orated on October .14 at the tran­ 
sition structure of the west por­ 
tal of the San Jacinto tunnel, ac­ 
cording to officials of the Metro­ 
politan W ater district. 
Only a small number of per­ 
sons will observe the ceremony 
because of space limitations, but 
radio broadcasting arrangements 
are being made so that countless 
millions can listen in on the oc­ 
casion. 
A large bronze plaque is to be 
installed and will be unveiled as 
part of the ceremony, celebrating 
the completion of the Casa Loma 
siphon, last phase of the 242-mile 
main aqueduct. 
The last bit of cement for the 
siohon was poured on September 
Í The ceremony is to be wit- 
^sed by members of the MWD 
board and representatives of the 
13 member cities. 
The ceremony will bring to a 
close the sixteenth year of work 
in connection with the planning 
and building of the aqueduct. 
Some of the most important 
events that have taken place, in 
connection with the Colorado 
River aqueduct, during these past 
sixteen years, are listed below: 
k 
October, 1923—Headed by the 
* late William Mullholland, t h e n 
chief engineer of the Los Ange­ 
les Water department, the first 
surveys were started to find a 
route for an aqueduct from the 
Colorado river. 
December, 1928 — The Metro­ 
politan W ater District of South­ 
ern California was officially or­ 
ganized for the purpose of financ­ 
ing, building and operating an 
aqueduct from the Colorado river 
to its member units. 
September, 1931—The citizens 
of the cities of the Metropolitan 
Water district, by a majority of 
5 to 1, voted a $220,000,000 bond 
issue to finance the construction 
of the Colorado River aqueduct. 
September, 1932—The Recon­ 
struction 
Finance Corporation 
purchased the first block of the 
district’s bonds. 
December, 1932—First actual 
construction work was started on 
the aqueduct, the first construc­ 
tion crews going into the field on 
Christmas Eve of that year. 
May, 1933—Construction of the 
13-mile San Jacinto tunnel was 
begun. 
September, 1934 — First con­ 
crete lining work was started on 
aqueduct tunnels. 
November, 1934—First o p e n 
work construction was started for 
the main aqueduct canals, con­ 
duits, and siphons. 
January, 1935—Work 
started 
on the Monrovia and Pasadena 
tunnels, the first work on the 
aqueduct distribution system. 
January, 1936 — The 18-mile 
East Coachella Tunnel, longest on 
the aqueduct, holed through. 
July, 1938—Parker dam com­ 
pleted and placed in operation. 
November, 1938—San Jacinto 
tunnel holed through. 
January, 1939—Intake pumping 
plant placed in operation. 
September, 1939 — Completion 
of construction of main aqueduct.

The Public’s Health 
By R. L. KAUFMAN, M. D. 
County Health Officer 
This is an age of sun worship. 
As soon as the warm weather 
sets in with the coming of sum­ 
mer, there starts out a race to 
see who can get the best sun-tan 
that will cover almost the entire 
body. Makers of bathing suits 
and sun suits and play suits seem 
to have become aware of this fad, 
as witness the styles that have 
been created. Those who go to 
the beaches feel somewhat out of 
place if their skin happens to be 
below par for accepted standards 
of tanning. They are immediate­ 
ly marked as tenderfeet. 
There’s a good reason for all of 
this. A well tanned skin does 
have a healthy athletic appear­ 
ance. Such a skin which has ao- 
sorbed a goodly amount of the 
ultra violet light of the sun has 
increased powers of fighting off 
skin infections. Besides, the sun 
does have an invigorating effect 
upon the entire system, and is a 
real stimulant. 
However, one should go about 
tanning with caution and com­ 
mon sense. To lie around at the 
beach or in the sun with the 
idea of acquiring a tan in one 
day is apt to lead to serious re­ 
sults. What happens is a good 
case of sunburn, which can be 
very mean and require medical 
aid. The sun should be taken 
like medicine, in small doses to 
begin with, and gradually in­ 
creasing. 
The sun can be just as depress­ 
ing as it is stimulating. Too much 
of it at one time, to a person not 
used to it and in a weakened 
condition, may lead to heat ex­ 
haustion. If the weather happens 
to be very warm with a high 
humidity, this condition may 
even occur in strong people, like 
those doing outside manual la­ 
bor. Heat exhaustion starts out 
with weakness, dizziness, nausea, 
headache and rapid pulse. At 
this stage, one should get out of 
the sun and get into a cool room, 
wear light clothes and drink 
plenty of water. 
If this is not done, the symp­ 
toms become worse and a condi­ 
tion of heat stroke develops. The 
temperature is very high, and 
convulsions and unconsciousness 
follow. Medical aid is very im­ 
portant as death may result in 
one day. Some of the measures 
used to fight this condition arc 
ice packs over the body, cold 
enemas and brisk rubbing of the 
body. 
In long heat waves, we all read 
and hear of cases of death from 


heat stroke and exhaustion. Most 
of us can prevent this by remem­ 
bering a few simple rules. These 
include avoidance of direct sun­ 
light, wearing a head covering, 
drinking plenty of water to 
which is added salt in the amount 
of a teaspoon to a quart or two, 
and light foods. 
Mothers and nurses who take 
small children out for a sunning 
should never let baby go with­ 
out a hat. If you want to know 


why, just put your hand on 
baby’s head when it isn’t covered 
on a hot day, and feel how hot 
it is. It will help you understand 
why humane owners of work 
horses sometimes place a straw 
hat with a wet sponge on dob­ 
bin’s head in hot weather.

Important Meeting 
Held to Study 
Traffic Problems 
At a joint meeting of the Palm 
Springs Police Commission and 
of the safety committee of the 
city council held Tuesday morn­ 
ing for the purpose of studying 
and discussing local traffic prob­ 
lems and regulations, a number 
of important changes in the or­ 
dinance to be recommended to 
the city council for adoption were 
formulated. Mayor Philip Boyd 
and Chief W. H. Bispham were 
also present at the meeting. 
The recommendations formu­ 
lated at the meeting will be em­ 
bodied in an amendment to the 
present traffic ordinance, a n d 
will be presented to the council 
at a future meeting. 
The possibility of eliminating 
some of the traffic signs was dis­ 
cussed. These signs are said to 
be confusing. It was suggested 
that dip, peed and other warn­ 
ings would be more effective if 
painted on the street rather than 
on signs as they are at the pres­ 
ent time.Make Suggestions 
Other plans and recommenda­ 
tions discussed were as follows: 
Reduce the two-hour parking 
area in the down-town district 
to three blocks — Palm Canyon 
Drive from Amado to Tahquitz 
and Andreas Road between In­ 
dian avenue and Palm Canyon 
Drive. Clamp down on the local 
store owners and employes who 
insist on parking their cars all 
day long in the congested down­ 
town area. To allow parking on 
both sides of Andreas Road this 
season, 
Print “Dip.” “Slow,” 
“Caution," “Speed" zone signs, 
etc., on pavement 
whenever 
practicable. Seek co-operation of 
local truckers to do their heavy 
hauling along 
the 
following 
route—Indian avenue to Amado 
Road, Amado Road to Palm Can­ 
yon Drive, and on north via 
Palm Canyon Drive; the same 
route would be followed in re­ 
verse when trucking south (this 
would keep heavy trucks out of 
the down-town area). That po­ 
lice officers be instructed to be 
very courteous to guests in the 
village when enforcing traffic 
regulations.

a. m., Friday, Sept. 29, and an 
all-points bulletin was imme­ 
diately sent out on the teletype.
